any city in any state of the Union. We refer to the Barnett building, on Juli- 
ana street. 


Work on this building was begun on March 15, 1S90, and by Christmas it 


was ready for occupancy. It has a frontage on Juliana street of 50 feet, is 
146K feet in length, 48 feet high in front and 40 feet in the rear. The entire 
framework, from cellar to roof, is of steel, making the building practically 
fire-proof. The roof is covered with Scott's extra-coated tin. The walls are of 
brick. Giay Reman bricks were used in the wall facing the street, making a 
very handsome front. The structure is two stories high. 


In the cellar the ceiling is nine feet from the floor. Twenty-six windows 


furnish light and on the sides and rear are areaways 0 x 3 feet. The windows 
are five feet, ten inches high and a little over three feet wide. In the front part 
of the cellar are Hyatt lights with pendant prisms. A wall, plastered with 
adamant, forms a room 23 feet square which contains a 13 section, No. 4 Mercer 
steam boiler, which heats the building. Gasoline is used as an illuminant. 
Welsbach burners are in use. The engine supplies gas for ]00 lights of 90 
candle power each. There is a front stairway leading to the cellar and two 
in the rear. A freight elevator of 1,200 pounds capacity in the back part of the 
building canies goods to the second floor. 


The main store room is 50 x 120 feet. In the rear there is a ware room 25 x 


50 feet. The huge columns on this floor are crowned with Corinthian capitals 
of plaster paris. The ceiling is 16j< feet high and is of steel, enameled white. 
The floor is double and made of maple, tongued and grooved endways and side- 
ways. A six-foot stairway leads up to the second floor. There are four rows 
of counters and four rows of shelving of red oak, natural finish. The shelving 
in the main room measures 4SO feet and that in the ware room 105 feet 
The 


sunlight is admitted through 24 seven-foot windows at the sides of the struc- 
ture. Heavy plate glass is placed in the show windows and transoms 
The 


glass in the two windows weighs 3,000 pounds. Each window is separated 
from the store by a partition, studded and plastered, and is G" feet deep 9 
feet high and IB feet wide. In the rear of the store are ladies' and gentlemen's 
toilet rooms. There are three washstands, supplied with hot and cold water 
Two apartments for fitting shoes-one for men, the other for women—are 
features which the public will appreciate. The office is in the northeast corner 
of the large room and adjoins a big fire-proof vault. Just opposite the office 
there is a writing table where visitors will be furnished with paper, pens and 
ink,free. Tae stools "lined up" in the aisles are automatic and when not in use 
spring back against the counters, out of the way. 


The Barr cash carrier system has been installed in the store. The 


cashier's desk is elevated nine feet abjve the floar and the young lady in 
charge has a view of the whole room. There are five stations, or places from 
which the clerks can send the cash spinning along the overhead wires to the 
cashier. 


The second floor is devoted to such goods as carpets, uuttings, curtains, 


ladies' wraps, etc. The ceiling here is 13 feet high. There are Three double 
offices and a single one, all wainscoted and finished in natural oak. The 
offices, as well as the other apartments, have all the modern conveniences. 
They open into a court 30 x 36 feet. 


Ills interesting to know the length of pips used in connection with the 


building. It is as follows: Water, b04 feet; soil, 5UO feet; steam, 1,097 feet- 
gas, 2,519 feet; total, 4,980 feet.

All in all, the Barnett building is one of the finest, most modern and most 


substantial structures in this part of the staid. Its appointments are com- 
plete and up-to-date. The edifice is an euduriog monument to the memory of 
the late II. A. Barnett, by whom it was designed and built. Had his life been 
spared he and his brother-E. A. Barnett-under the firm name of Barnett 
Brothers, would have continued the business in the new building. The death 
of H. A. Barnett was a serious blow to Bedford, but the operation's of the great 
store he established here have gone on smoothly and successfully. His brother 
admirably equipped by fourteen years' association with the deceased, is fully 
able to carry on the work. E. A. Barnett is a worthy successor to the lamented 
merchant prince of Bedford. 


Besides E. A. Barnett, the present proprietor, and his sister, Miss Lou 


Barnett, the following clerks attend to the wants of those who patronize the 
store: Miss Kate Brengle, Miss May Gilchrist.Miss Annie Will.Miss Josephine 
Davidson, Miss Ada Russell (cashier), Messrs. Heyden Leo, John Hodel, Harvey 
Davidson and H. T. Foster. It is only doing justice to this corps of competent 
clerks to say that they are always attentive, kind and courteous. The goods 
in the store are classified and in time the clerks will be assigned to the different 
departments, which are as follows : Dry goods, notions, carpets, gents' fur- 
nishings, house furnishing goods, shoes, groceries, ete.

OI Humble Ancestry, He Won Fame and 


Fortune in Kentucky. 


William Goebel, who died at Frank- 


fort, Ky., Saturday- night from a 
wound inflicted by an assassin, was 
born to neither distinguished ancestry 
nor social place. Yet in aristocratic 
Kentucky, where both count for so 
much in business, politics and society, 
he had made himself the political lead- 
er before he was forty years old. 


He had not even a Confederate army 


record, that stock in trade of all old- 
time Kentucky statesmen and politi- 
cians, but he had acumen, shrewdness, 
smartness and ability, backed up by 
great self-confidence. 


Goebel made himself a man of the 


people. 
He made himself powerful, 


wealthy and much feared. Yet he was 
uncouth and sharp among those to 
whom chivalry and courtesy had be- 
come second nature. 


In Sullivan county, Pennsylvania 


thirty-nine years ago, there came a son 
to the toiling German immigrant, Will- 
iam Goebel. While the boy was still in 
skirts the family removed to Coving- 
ton, Ky., where the father started a 
tiny grocery store. 


Among the cheese and the crackers 


and the barrels of brown sugar and the 
bars of soap the boy passed his early 
life. He was ever with a book. The 
thirst for knowledge and leadership 
had been born with him. 


This boy had no playmates. He was 


a peculiar fellow. 
He cared nothing 


for baseball, or swimming, or even dog 
fights. All he asked was to be left 
alone with his books. He had decided 
to become a lawyer long before his 
brother and his schoolmates had given 
up thinking about tops and marbles. 
So, after he was graduated from the 
Covington high school, he called one 
day upon John W. Stevenson, former 
governor of Kentucky, and asked to 
become a clerk in his office. 
He was 


taken in. 


In ten years Stevenson was dead and 


Goebel was one of the most ardent 
anti-trust and anti-corporation lawyers 
in the state, with an income of 535,000 
a year. He had sent one brother to 
Yale—a boon that he had often craved 
for himself, but could not 
afford. 


Another he started in business. 


In those ten years William Goebel 


had taken political Kentucky by the 
ears. 
He had upset all its desreit 


traditions. 
He had gone to the legis- 


lature before he was twenty-eight 
years old, without any thing but ability 
to recommend him. 
He had been 


through some of the most bitter polit- 
ical fights of the century. lie had 
been John G. Carlisle's law partner. 


Even the church had attacked him. 


He was accused of agnosticism. He 
frankly 
admitted 
it. 
His friends 


pointed out other things to overbal- 
ance this. They showed: 


He did not smoke or drink. 
He fought tiusts and corporations. 
Without a college education he had 


been the law partner of two of the 
greatest lawyers in Kentucky—Steven- 
son and Carlisle. 


He did not gamble. 
He was the author of a law making 


gaming a felony in the state. 


Though an agnostic, be had paid his 


dead mother's 
membership in the 


church that she belonged to, as a mat- 
ter of principle. 


As be fought his way through the 


state senate Goebel made friends. He 
convinced many that he was the sin- 
cere friend of the people. He repre- 
sented Kenton county in the constitu- 
tional convention of 1890-91. He had 
no personal 
recommendations. His 


campaigns were upon issues and he 
was generally found on the side with 
the majority. 


Gaebel abhorred women. He never 


had a love affair. 


A year ago he astonished one of his 


political friends by saying, "I believe 
I ought to have a wife." 


But be never married.

A Forgotten Hero. 


It is noteworthy that the reputation 


of our great soldiers was in every case 
built up of l«ng as well as brilliant 
service. In no case has it been the re 
suit of any single deed, however hero- 
ic. In fact, others have performed sin 
gle deeds of heroism surpassing in 
blilliancy, perhaps, any single deed o 
any of these great soldiers. In such 
cases, as a rule,these heroes are known 
only to the reader of abstruse history 
A single instance will serve to illus- 
trate : 


Just where the town in Ohio perpet 


uating the name of the first Republic 
an candidate for the presidency, anc 
the home of a more successful subse 
quent candidate for that high office, is 
now situated, was a wretched stockade 
called Fort Stephenaon. Its 
arma 


ment consisted of one gun and a garrr 
son of 160 men, commanded by Major 
George Croghan, a young officer o: 
twenty-two. 
He was born not far 


from Louisville, Ky., in 1791, and came 
of fighting stock, for his father had 
been an officer in the Continental army 
and his mother was a sister of George 
Rogers Clark. Graduating from Will 
iatn and Mary college in 1810, he en 
tered the army, was in the battle o 
Tippecanoe in 1811, and a year later 
was made captain in the Seventeenth 
Infantry. With this rank he served 
under Harrison iu 1S12 aad 1813, and 
so distinguished himself in a sortie 
from Fort Meigs that he was appoint 
ed an aid-de-camp with the rank o: 
major, and assigned to the defense of 
Fort Mtephenson. Lest Tecumseh and 
the Indiani who were coming across 
country from Fort Meigs should make 
a flank attack, Harrison had authoriz 
ed Croghan to burn the fort and re- 
treat. This he did not do. "We are 
determined to maintain this place," 
he said, 
"and, 
by 
heaven, 
we 


will!'1 Harrison thereupon despatched 
an officer to relieve him. Bat Croghan 
went to headquarters, carried his point, 
and when, on August 1, the English 
commander summoned him to surren- 
der sent back a stout defiance. 
The 


next day the bombardment began and 
toward afternoon an assault was or- 
dered. The English soldiers, in thret 
columns of one hundred and twenty 
men each, were to attack three side: 
The Indians were to storm the fourth, 
but as they came out of the woods into 
the open a steady and well-directed fire 
from the fort drove them back. The 
British troops, thus left to fight alone, 
came on bravely to the very gates, 
made every possible effort to get into 
the fort for two hours and then re- 
treated with all of the officers-and one- 
fifth of the men killed, wounded or 
missing. 
The wave of enthusiasm 


which rolled over the country as the 
result of this victory equalled anything 
of the kind seen iu our day, but who 
to-day knows anything of the person 
ality of Major Crogban?—Major-Gener 
al Nelson A. Miles, in Frank Leslie's 
Popular Monthly for February.

"Whether the scheme of the Louis- 


ville & Nashville management to buy, 
through Whallen, enough members of 
the senate to defeat the Democratic 
contestants, without any resort to 
violence,suceeeded,Mr. Tayior thought 
to make himself doubly assured by 
providing an army in advance.
